OF FISH ON EXHIBIT

An exhibition to show the rela- 
tive value of visual education as 
opposed to aural education is be- 
ing sponsored by the Department 
of Zoology, The exhibit, which is 
subject to change, contains life- 
size models of fish. There are 
twenty-four models ranging in size 
from five feet to very small ones. 
The fish, a representative collec- 
tion of the southern Atlantic sea- 
board, are on exhibit in the corri- 
dor of the Biological Building and 
Room 222. 

There are plaques representing 
different classes of fish, posters 
showing the life cycle of sea crea- 
tures as well as photographs of 
aquatic animals received from the 
Heligoland Aquarium. There are 
four tanks containing trout, mud- 
puppies, starfish, sea urchins, spider 
and rock crabs, whelks, moon 
snails, sponge, and northern crab. 
These were obtained from Cape 
Cod, Passamaquoddy, and the Bay 
of Fundy. 

The department announces that 
this is the first of a series of such 
exhibits, which is open to students 
of all faculties.

Margaret Currie, of the Montreal 
Star, spoke yesterday before a 
meeting of the Women's Union. 
Her subject, announced as “When 
Mother Was a Girl,” was a com- 
parison of the proprieties of the 
older generation and the present 
one, 

Recalling incidents from her own 
girlhood, Miss Curry said that such 
modern practices as attending un- 
chaperoned parties, smoking, drink- 
ing and using cosmetics were un- 
heard of in the life of the respect- 
able young lady. A quarter of 
a century ago, a young gentleman 
calling on the maiden of his choice 
Was expected to leave before 11. 
If he seemed loathe to go, at least 
in Miss Currie's case, the father 
of the house would descend, shake 


down the furnace, wind the clock, 
and make obvious signs that the 
hour for departure had arrived, If 
all else failed, a girl was obliged 
to tell her suitor to go. This was 
the crowning embarrassment of 
every courtship. 

Although times have definitely 
changed in this as well as other 
ways, Miss Currie believes that 
some of mother’s ideas had much 
to recommend them. “After all,” 
she said, “I did suaceed in getting 
my man—or none of you would be 
here.” 

One of mother's better ideas was 
her coyness, her ability to make the 
man the pursuer, or at least, make 
him think he was.

US, ENTRY IN 
WAR DEBATED 


Letiche and Henderson Vie on 
Interests of Democracy

‘Would Declaration of War 
Improve the Situation?’ 
Is Argued

Yesterday afternoon at three 
o'clock in room 21 of the Arts 


Building, Grad School debaters met 
to discuss the following resolution: 
“Resolved that it is in the Best In- 
terests of Democracy that the US, 
Enter the Present Struggle.” The 
speakers were Jack Letiche and 
Lloyd Henderson. 


The affirmative side was upheld 
by Jack Letiche, who, as first 
speaker, based his argument on the 
fact that no time was specified in 
the resolution. America, he said, 
abounds in Germans or pro-Nazis, 
who use their money to buy Am- 
erican material for German use. 
Large exports of machinery to ex- 
ploit oil-wells have recently been 
sent to Russia, the speaker claim- 
ed, adding that in spite of Russian 
pretenses of peaceful intentions, the 
material was probably sent to Ru- 
mania, where it could be used to 
the distinct advantage of Germany. 
Such exports would-be made im- 
possible by a declaration of war 
by the U.S. He. pointed out the 
futility of trying to defend democ- 
racy while at the same time help- 
ing to arm its aggressors, 


Lloyd Henderson, supporting the 
negative view, asked whether the 
actual declaration of war by Am- 
erica would improve the situation. 
He said that such a declaration 
would only anger Japan and thus 
endanger more the position of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. Industry, 
he said, is the important thing. 
The prime minister of England has 
not asked for men; he wants planes. 
Technicians must not be sent over- 
Seas as soldiers: they are needed 
at home on the front of industry, 
Another reason for the non-entry 
of America, he stated, is the fact 
democracy needs a strong country 
at the end of the war to promulgate 
a just peace, 


In the rebuttal, Letiche once 
again referred to the fact that 
while at the moment, England 
does not need a declaration of war 
the time may come when she will. 
He also said that though such a 
policy would no longer appease 
Japan, appeasement did not ac- 
complish much in the case of Ger- 
many. If America does not enter 
when England really needs her, 
any peace will be a Hitler peace,

Taking this per- 
formance as a case in point, one is impressed 
by the unhurried majesty of his reading, and 
the poise with which this imposing music is 
set forth. The performance is hewn, as if in 
granite, making up in massive grandeur what 
it lacks in excitement. 

Selections from The Damnation of Faust by 
Hector Berlioz. London Philharmonic Orches- 
tra conducted by Sir Thomas Beecham, Cul. 
4 sides. 

Like the Ninth Symphony this can hardly 
but Beecham's

Steve Lipkins gets off on trumpet and The 
Young Man with a Horn also grooves a lick 
or so. His phrasing js strongly Teagardenesque 
in spots and his technique is superb. 

“Rock-a-Bye the Boogie” is the weakest of 
the Bradley Boogie Series, “Scrub Me Mama" 
a takeoff on the long-familiar Irish Washer- 
woman is too much like “Beat Me Daddy.” All 
three boast large quantities of Freddie Slack's 


| piano, which is building up into one of the 


Bradley band’s biggest assets. 

Gene Krupa, who has been making recorda 
at a phenomenal rate for the past months, 
strengthens his ballad department with ‘‘Look- 
ing for Yesterday” and “Two Dreams Met,” 
both sung by Howard DuLany. Irene Daye 
warbles “Down Argentine Way” and shouts 
“Drummer Boy’—all four sides are better than 
average. 

A novel treatment of Rachmaninoff's fam- 
ous “Prelude in C Sharp Minor” is given by 
Frankie Carle under the title of “At the 
Piano, ..." Carle's variations are really inter- 
esting, and although not hot jazz, they make 
for pleasant listening. The back-side, Often- 
bach's "Barcarolle’ from “Tales of Hoffman” 
is in the same style and mood. This platter 
will prove exceptionally interesting to the 
amateur pianists.

This is number two in a series of lowbrow 
Last week 
we spent all our time in formal introductions, 


discussions on the modern novel. 
so now we must get down to business and 
start making comments that, in design at least, 
will cut through the tangle of long hair that 
lies between us and our subject. First of all 
we must classify our materials; we must put 


them in convenient niches from which, at any: 


moment, we may snatch them and put them 
in public view. 

There are, in general, two traditional and 
opposable schools of writing: the Realists and 
Idealists. Both of these can, however, be again 
divided into groups that, for lack of better 


terms, we may call the Emotional and the In- 
tellectual. It is obvious that no author can be 
definitely placed in one or the other of these 
classes, for he will in almost all cases show a 
combination of the qualities found in each of 
them. It is only by selecting the dominant 
tendency in any man’s work that he can be 
allocated to any position in such an arbitrary 
scheme of things. In this way it is possible to 
say that so-and-so is this or that, but by so 
saying we have made no objective evaluation; 
we have merely set up a standard of com- 
parison that is valid only in so far as the as- 
sumptions it necessitates are acceptable, 


Now Realists are people like Dos Passos 
and Maugham who have no particular theory 
they wish to promulgate. In fact they look 
rather sceplically at all theories, and ‘mark 
them down as the flowerings of personal pre- 
judice. They are cynics, for the most part, 
and are apt. to be what ethical philosophers 
would call subjective utilitarianists, consider- 
ing all morality as nothing more than conven- 
tion, and looking upon people and the things
